Tokio, Sept. 9.—In response to the 
popular desire and urgent requests

political leaders, the goverrnient pub ­ 
lished the terms of peace today. 


Tokio, Sept. 9.—The city is quiet. 
Complete reports from metropolitan 
and outlying districts indicate that 
there was no disorder throughout the 
night or early morning. 
The quiet­ 
ness of the night is ascrib ed to a 
heavy 
rain 
which 
scattered 
the | 
crowds, although the presence of mil- I 
itary guards is having a b eneficial | 
effect. The streetcar service has b een 
suspended at night and the suspen­ 
sion will continue while there is dan­ 
ger of the destruction of cars. 
The government has suspended a 
total of five newspapers. and it Is ex ­ 
pected that pub lication of others will 
b e prevented. 
Many b elieve that the 
most serious part of the disturb ance 
is over unless an accidental clash 
with the military resulting in b lood­ 
shed occurs. 
The government has not indicated 
its intention regarding the summoning 
of a special session of the diet, b ut 
it 1s b elieved that a call will b e soon 
issued. 
Government officials and the 
b etter class of Japanese citizens are 
ex pressing keen regret over the at­ 
tacks on Cnristian churches. 
They 
ex plain that the a*» air was the result 
of local conditions and does not indi­ 
cate a serious anti-foreign or anti- 
Christian feeling. 
They say that there has lieen local 
feeling over the refusal of native 
Christians to contrib ute to temple 
sub scriptions and over their efforts to 
secure the closing of b usiness houses 
on Sunday. 
Many declare that native 
Salvationists addressing a meeting in

Asakusa 
district 
started 
the 
troub le b y reb uking the crowd for 
acts of violence. 
Foreigners in Tokio generally are 
unconcerned over the situation. Some 
elements continue to ex press regret 
that Japan consented to the Ports­ 
mouth conference, b ut there is no in­ 
dication that the sentiment is gen­ 
eral.
